Anderson gave the Office authorization: 1) to amend claim 1 to incorporate an initial treatment step of adding detergent 
or urea to a sample so as to solubilize the sample suspected of containing amyloid-like fibrils or amyloid-like protein 
aggregates prior to filtering the sample and to amend step c) to recite detecting the amyloid-like fibrils or protein
